LONDON, Oct. 16—While both the Vienna and Berlin war offices 

announce mergly a continuation of the fighting on the Transylvania 
front between the Austro-German forces and the Roumanians, the 
Roumanian army headquarters reports that in the Alt River region 
the troops of King Ferdinand have occupied several positions held by 
the Teutonic allies. On all other sectors of this front, according to 
Bucharest, attacks were repulsed by the Roumanians, except in the 
Burzen Valley, where the Roumanians were compelled to withdraw 
slightly further south. 
; Hard fighting is going on from the west of Lutsk, through Galicia 
to the Carpathian mountains. In Volhynia, despite fierce attacks by 
both sides, there seemingly is a stalemate. Petrograd reports that 
neither the Austro-Germans nor the Russians have been able to gain 
an advantage in Galicia, where battles have taken place along the 
ane -Krasne railway, east of Lemberg, and to the north of Stan- 
islau 

Several small suceesses for the Austro-Germans have been attain- 
ed in the Carpathian mountains. 

The big guns of both sides on the Somme front in France did the 
greater part of the work today. To the south of the river, however, 
a small wood between Benermont and Ablainéourt and 110 prisoners 
and three guns fell into the hands of the French. A violent counter 
attack by the Germans east of Berny-En-Santerre was repulsed by 
the French. 

On the Macedonian front the British troops have reached the vil- 
lage of Bursuk, eight miles southwest of Demir-Hissar.

LOOK TOCANADA 
FOR FISH FOOD 


Allied’ Armies, as Well as Civilian 
Population, to Get Supply in 
Canada

OTTAWA, Oct, 16,—The allied ar- 
ries as well as a considerable pro- 
portion of the civilian population of 
Great Britain are now looking to Can- 
ada for a steady supply of fish diet 
to make up for meat searcity and to 
¢(ffset high prices for mests. Today 
the minister of militia received from 
Mngland a request to put through an 
order for one million and a half 
pounds ef fresh frozen fish for the 
British soldiers, Canadian soldiers in 
England have been receiving a weekly 
tation of Canadian fish for some 
months past. Arrangements have now 
been made to supply the Canadians in 
the trenches with a fish ration and 
specially prepared tins are being sent 
forward.

What I 
have just seen and heard has over- 
come my preconceived ideas, 

“The British army on the French 
front today is perfectly adapted to its 
tusk. It is most powerfully organized. 
Its outstanding characteristic, to my 
mind, is its healthiness—a formidable 
healthiness, kept up by gigantic sup- 
lies of provisions. It is equally clean 
and smart, morally and physically. 
Every day it has its tub and takes its 
tea,

In answer to Mr. Stuart, he said that 
death was due to shock, and that 
there was no injury to any vital organ. 

Benjamin Buchboltz, who witnessed 
the accident from a rig he was driv- 
ing at the Boulevard at the time, said 
that he saw the man with the bicycle 
make a big turn out in order to get 
away from the automobile, and then 
the accident happened. The car went 
up on the sidewalk and hit the bill-

selves. Such a statement, humi- 
liating to the King and his people 
and encouraging to the enemy, 
would never have been issued if 
the Goverment at Bucharest had 
not recognized that Roumania can- 
not alone withstand the drive that 
is being launched against it, and 
had not also forseen that the as- 
sistance likely to come from the 
Allies was either too small or too 
belated to save it. In the cireum- 
stances it is to be sincerely hoped 
that the Roumanians went into 
this war of their own accord, and 
not because of urging by Allied 
displamats. If it was at our bid- 
ding that they took arms in a 
struggle in which they. capnot de- 
fend themselves and in whieh we 
were not prepared to defend 
them we shall have the blood of 
this people upon our hands if the 
threatened disaster overwhelms 
them.
